Some officials were 
Inclined to believe that body would 
heed the warning of the United States 
aiftd take no action in concessions.

Opon. Many moves are under consul 
•ration, but the foremost advisers of 
the administration are counseling pa 
ttence while the Constitutionalists pur 
aue their campaign.

both branches of the new Mexican 
congress Is regarded here as putting 
the final touch to President Huerta's 
defiance.
